ORDER 

(Passed on this 25th d?y of April 2006) 


This case relates to a proposal received from the Tuticorin Port Trust (TPT) for 
fixation of rates for issue of identity cards for persons and vehicles on account of 
implementation of International Ship and Port Facility Security (ISPS) code in the port. 

1.2. The existing Scale of Rates (SOR) of the TPT prescribes charges for issue of 

temporary passes to individuals and license fee for entry of vehicles/equipment. 

2.1. The TPT has mentioned the following main points in its proposal: 

(i) . in view of implementation of International Ship and Port Facility Security 

(ISPS) code in port sector w.e.f. 1 July 2004, -all users entering the port 
security wall are required to wear the photo Identity Card to ensure access 
control. 

(ii) . The existing SOR of the TPT under Schedule 5.14 prescribes charges for 

issue of temporary passes @ Rs.2.50 per head for entry of individuals to the 
harbour. 

With the application of ISPS Code, identity cards are to be issued to the 
individuals which cost Rs.11.22 per ID card i e Rs 7 ?7 per ID card payable to 
the contractor (inclusive of 3.15% of sales tax) plus Rs.4 being the direct cost 
and return on the investment 

Accordingly, it has proposed to levy Rs.12 per head for issue of temporary 
photo identity cards to individuals entering the harbour either at Zone A or 
Zone B instead of the existing fee of Rs.2.50 for issue of temporary passes. It 
has also proposed to modify the heading of this schedule accordingly. 

(iii) . The existing note number 2 (iii) under Schedule 5.17 of its SOR exempts all 

light vehicles viz, two wheelers, three wheelers, cars, vans, etc., from levy of 
any license fees. In view of introduction of identity cards for all light vehicles, it 
has proposed to levy a fee for entry of such vehicles. The cost of identity cards 
for light vehicles works out to Rs.8.90 per card (i.e. Rs.7.22 payable to 
contractors including sales tax plus Rs.1.68 being the direct cost and return on 
investment). Accordingly, it has proposed to levy Rs.10 per ID card for ail light 
vehicles viz., two wheelers, three wheelers, cars, vans, etc., entering into 
check post I and II (including inside security wad) both for Zone A and Zone B. 
It has proposed to insert a new entry for this item at SI. No. 8 in Schedule 5.17 
of its SOR. 

(v) . Details of cost of investment and the operating cost has been forwarded 

akmgwith its proposal. 

(vi) . The users have been informed about the proposals; however, it has not 

received any reservation in this regard from them. 

(vii) . This proposal has been approved by its Board of Trustees in the meeting held 

on IS December 2004.

3.1. In accordance with the consultative procedure prescribed, the proposal was 
forwarded to the concerned user organisations seeking their comments. 

3.2. comments received trum uie vanuus usei organisations were forwarded to the 
TPT as feedback information. The TPT has also responded to the comments made by the 
users. 

4. The tariff item in consideration is not a regular tariff item having significant 
revenue implications and most of the user organisations consulted in the case have not 
conveyed any serious objection to the proposed rate. In view of this position, joint hearing in 
this case was not considered necessary. 

5. The proceedings relating to consultation in this case are available on records 
at the office of this Authority. An excerpt of the comments received and arguments made by 
the concerned parties will be sent separately to the relevant parties. These detail* are also 
available at our website http:// tariffauthority.gov.in 

6. With reference to the totality of the information collected during the processing 
of this case, the following position emerges: 

(i) . The proposal of the TPT is for revising the existing entry fees on individuals 

and vehicles entering the port premises with reference to the updated cost of 
issue of photo identity passes in view of implementation of the International 
Ship and Port Facility Security (ISPS) code in port sector w.e.f. 1 July 2004. 

(ii) . The existing Scale of Rates exempts the light vehicles i.e. two wheelers, three 

wheelers, cars, vans, etc., from levy of license fee. In view of introduction for 
photo identity passes for both individuals and vehicles, the TPT has proposed 
, a license fee of Rs.10 per entry in case of light vehicles entering the check post 
including the security wall of port for both the Zones A and B. No tariff is, 
however, proposed for vehicles not entering inside the security wall. In case 
of the admission of individuals into the harbour a tariff of Rs.12 per head is

(iii) . Most of the users have welcomed this decision of the TPT for introduction of 

photo identity passes for safety and security reasons. None of the users have 
raised any major objection to the rate proposed by foe TPT except for the 
Tuticorin Chamber of Commerce and Industry (TCCI). The TCCI has made a 
general remark without reference to any specific provision that this Authority 
can fix tapff for issue of photo identity passes to individuals but not for vehicles 
since it falls ih the domain of motor vehicle authorities. The TPT has clarified 
that the objection raised by the TCCI is not tenable. As stated earlier, the 
existing SOR of the TPT already prescribes toe tariff arrangement for entry of 
individuals and vehicles into the port premises, it is relevant to mention here 
that this Authority has prescribed license / entry fee for vehicles in case of 
other major ports and private operators also. That being so, toe objection 
raised by the TCCI is found to be misplaced. 

(iv) . The port has proposed to invest on video cameras and other equipment 

requited for issue of toe photo identity passes. The issue of photo identity 
passes is proposed to be out-sourced as reported by the TPT. The TPT has 
furnished the cost details in support of the proposed rate. It is relevant to 
mention that the entry fee for visitors is prescribed in the range of Rs.5 to 
Rs.20 per individuals on daily basis at the Cochin Port Trust, New Mangalore 
Port Trust, and other private operators like Vizag Sea Port Limited, PSA SICAL 
Terminals Limited, South West Port Limited, etc. Likewise, entry fee for 
vehicles is prescribed at Rs.75 per entry at some of-foese private terminal 
operators. The entry pass proposed by toe TPT along with the photo identity is 
found to be reasonable in comparison to toe rates prevailing at other ports and 
private operators. In view of this position and also recognising that non§ of 
the users have raised any pointed objection on the proposed rate, this 
Authority approves the rate proposed by the TPT. The existing note prescribed 
in item number 2(iii) in Schedule 5.17 of toe SOR of toe TPT is deleted in view 
of the proposed rate for entry of light vehicles into the port. 

(v) . The Tuticorifi Stevedoras Association hoc requested to round off the cos* of 

providing the service arrived at by the TPT to the nearest rupee and to fix the 
tariff at Rs.9 per head in case of individuals and Rs.11 per entry in case of light 
vehicles or alternatively to fix a uniform rate of Rs.10 for both the categories. 
The TPT has clarified that this marginal difference of Re. 1 on account of 
rounding off to next higher rupee is done to take into account to cost of inflation 
which has not been considered while arriving at the proposed rate. The 
clarification furnished by the TPT is found to be reasonable and the proposed 
rate is approved without any modification. The TPT must ensure that no 
increase is proposed for this tariff item in its comprehensive proposal for the 
next tariff review to be filed by the port by 30 June 2005. 

7. In the result, and for the reasons given above, and based on a collective 

application of mind, this Authority approves toe following amendments in the existing Scale of 
Rates of the TPT under Chapter V-Miscellaneous Charges:
